Yet it is 
imperative that the cleanup crews be 
allowed to keep the streets of Skid Row 
as clean as possible to reduce disease, 
and other quality of life issues that stem 
from blight in the area. Ifthereisa 
street cleaning on your street, it will 
usually be posted. Please advise your 
tenants to use alternative ingress and 
egress points to your buildings on those 
days, and make them accessible to 
them.

Most 
of the violence in Skid Row began as 
simple arguments or disagreements 
then turned into a robbery or 
aggravated assault where someone got 
seriously hurt.

Yet if we 
are honest with ourselves, we must 
acknowledge that there is a dangerous 
negative exception as well.
